The Oyster River High 
School Math Team came up 
short^losing its bid for a 
first Tri-State title in 
nine years by losing to 
Amesbury, Mass yes terday . 

The Tri-State League 
was the second leg in the 
Triple Crown which also 
includes the Southeastern 
Conference and the NH state 
meet* OR won the South- 
eastern Conference two 

weeks ago in Newmarket. 

"This has been the 
strongest and best prepared 
math team in 

years," said advisor Petar 

Stoykovich. "We may even go 
to the New England* s this 
year, 11 he said. 

The Oyster River team 
is anchored by seniors Dean 
Pomerleau, Steve Jacobson, 
Robert Heilbronner, Matt

Homeroom Enforcement 
Clears Noisy Corridors

The recent strict 
enforcement at Oyster River 
High School of attendance 
period regulations has been 
very effective in keeping 
students from wandering the 
halls, according to Prin. 
Gerald Daley. 

Last Tuesday Mr. Daley 
announced that a full day 
detention would be given to 
any student found in the 
hallways during attendance 
period. This came as a 
result of students wander- 
ing the halls, distracting 
other classes, and basic- 
ally disrupting the atten- 
dance proceedure, said Mr. 
Daley . 

"It's not a case of 
new rules being made here. 
It's just enforcing old 
ones," said Mr. Daley. 

Asst. Prin. Neil 

Shapiro said that 24 stu- 


dents have been given de- 
tention since the enforce- 
ment went into effect 
Thursday, and that teachers 
will continue to patrol the 
halls during homeroom. 
Three students were given 
detention on Thursday, 18 
on Friday, and three on 
Mond ay . 

"There was supposed to 
be a senior protest, but I 
didn't know it had been 
cancelled," said one of the 
18 students given detention 
Friday . 

One student said that 
the rule will "put pressure 
on second period," "People 
who want to smoke or get a 
drink will do it after at- 
tendance," the student ex- 
plained . 

"I don't think the 
rule is too strict. Stu- 
dents are supposed to be in 

their homerooms during that

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Gym Floor Set for Repair 
To Be Finished In October 
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Room 11 Changes May Be Made

A reported $10,000 to 
$75,000 will be spent be- 
tween now and October to 
improve the Oyster River 
High School gym floor, ac- 
cording to OR Maintenance 
Supervisor M.G. Thompson. 

The gym floor may not 
be ready until the end of 
next October, said Mr. 
Thompson, if the entire 
floor need! to be redone. 

Physical Education 

teacher Jim Boulanger said 
gym classes would not be 
disrupted if the floor were 
not ready. All activities 
are outside at this time. 

Rainy days will be for 
movies or "in room study," 
if there is a room availa- 
bleT Since basketball 

practice starts in 

November, there should be 
no problem with it, he 
said. 

The maximum figure of 
$75,000 will be needed to 
replace the entire floor if 
the drainage system to be 
installed around the pe- 
rimeter of the ffchool is not 
sufficient. Mr. Thompson is 
already contacting con- 
tractors to build the o- 
riginal system. This will 
cost $10,000, he said. 

External water has 
been determined to be 
causing the problem after 
extensive tests with the 
drainage and internal water 
systems. Mr. Thompson ex- 
plained that water has 
found a way through the 
concrete, and is rotting 
the wood. The wood has 

swollen and forced the wood 
up . 

"If the drainage sys- 
tem works, sections of the 
floor will be pulled up to 
check the wood. These sec- 
tions may be changed if the

floor is bad, as was done 
last year. If the sleepers 
(the bottom layers of wood) 
are rotted away, the whole 
floor will have to be re- 
placed, said Mr. Thompson. 

The present floor in 
the gym consists of 4 lay- 
ers. These are shown in the 
illustration along with the 
2 proposed extra layers. 

If the floor is to be 
replaced, everything down 
to the cement will be re- 
moved. A water vapor pad (a 
sort of acrylic) will be 
sprayed over the cement. 
Another layer of cement 
will cover this. The same 
series of wood layers will 
follow, stated Mr. Thompson

They received $1,993. How- 
ever, Mr. Powers said that 
this is a big increase over 
last year. 

In terms of equipment, 
Ms. Plourde said that the 
district primarily needs 
large instruments. The mu- 
sic department needs in- 
struments that parents 
can't afford for their 

children, such as tubas, 
basoons, cellos, string 
basses, bass drums and 

tyrapani . 

Last year's entire equip- 
ment budget and Friends of 
Music funds went into re- 
storing the high school 

Steinway, said Ms. Plourde. 
The music department 

asked for stipends for di- 
rectors of orchestra, jazz 
choir, and the middle 

school musical. Orchestra 


and jazz choir are accred- 
ited courses held after 
school. Currently, all 
three positions are un- 
funded . 

"Why should other 
people be paid for their 
activity schedules while 
music teachers are not?" 
Ms. Plourde asked. 

"Maybe they (the po- 
sitions) should be (fund- 
ed)," said Mr. Powers. But 

the music department ini- 

tiated the programs on 
their own, he continued. 
Due to the school board 
priorities this year, they 
were not funded, he added. 
Two years ago however, the 
choral, director was made a 
full-time position, Mr. 

Powers said. 

"We can't do any 

more," said Ms. Plourde. 

— "There- are only so many 
things you can do without 
music or instruments."

Music Groups Need Money 
Charges OR Coordinator

The school board has 
not funded the music pro- 
gram to the degree promised 
in 1979, claims Oyster 
River Music Coordinator 
Cindy Plourde. 

M (Former) Asst. Supt. 
(William) Sowers promised 
me if I built up the dis- 
trict music program, then 
the school board would fund 
it," said Ms. Plourde. M In 
my mind, the school board 
has not funded us ade- 
quately yet. 1 * 

The district music 
program has increased in 
four years, said Ms. 
Plourde, from a few music 
enthusiasts to a coordina- 
ted system of over 800 
students and staff of 
nearly 30 people. However, 
Ms. Plourde maintains that 
funding has not kept up. 
The department needs money 
to buy music and equipment 
for the expanded program, 
she said, 

OR music teachers 
presently run courses after 
school and direct student 

activities without pay. 
"How much do they expect us 
to do outside our jobs?" 
asked Ms. Plourde. 

Supt. John Powers said 
that the board is "doing 
the best it can, being fair 
to the public, to support

75 cents to $1, said Ms. 
Levine. There are 40 people 
in the high school chorus. 
The chorus performs at 
least 25 pieces a year, 
said Ms. Levine. Thus the 

chorus needs a minimum of 
$750 per year. They receive 

$600. With 110 students 
involved, the middle school 
chorus receives $200, said 
Ms. Levine. 

The music department 
requested $2967 for musical 
supplies for the district, 
according to Mr. Powers.
